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“What Is Scriptural Holiness 


1 Thess. 5:23, ““And the very God 
of peace sanctify you wholly; and 
I pray God your whole spirit and 
soul and body be preserved blame- 
less unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 

It is evident from this scripture 
that there is an attainment of holi- 
ness for man in the body. It is vari- 
ously described in the Scriptures 
as heart purity, the body of sin de- 
stroyed, dead indeed unto sin, 
sanctified wholly, perfect love, per- 
fect holiness, loving God with all 
the heart. Many are inquiring as 
to what is the state of grace these 
terms are employed to describe. It 
is to be cleansed from all actual sin 
and original depravity. Sin exists 
in the soul after two modes or 
forms, actual and original, the sins 
we have committed and _ the de- 
pravity of sinful nature inherited, 
which was ours before we were 
conseious of sin. This latter is cail- 
ed the body of sin, our old man, 
the carnal mind, etc. 

While the former is described as 
transgression, committing sin, the 
first actual sin comes—our guilt 
of conscience, condemnation. We 
are guilty only for what we do, for 
what we are personally responsi- 
ble. Our personal transgression 
meets us like an armed man and 
our cry is, “Pardon my iniquity 
for it is great. God, be merciful 
unto me a sinner.” God hears that 
cry and takes away all our sins so 
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that as far as the east is from the 
west so far God removes all our 
transgressions from us. This is the 
great work of conversion, the new 
birth, or the new creature. We are 
saved from all our transgressions. 

The second form of sin is called 
original. It is that state which we 
call sinful but it is more properly 
depravity, or that perverseness of 
our nature which comes of the 
fall. It was in us before we were 
responsible for our acts. This lat- 
ter state cannot be reached by par- 
don, for pardon can only extend to 
actual transgression, or what we 
are personally responsible for. We 
are not responsible for original de- 
pravity, for it was born with us and 
is not removed by conversion. Let 
us illustrate the idea. A man is 
converted, had a clear experience, 
he was full of joy. He had the joy 
of Jesus all day long. He felt no 
sin, therefore, he judged that he 
had no sin. He imagined that it did 
not exist. He went on for weeks 
without a doubt and without a 
cloud. He performed every duty 
and was seeking only the divine 
will, but in the midst of duties and 
his joys a man insults him. In- 
stantly he feels anger and remorse 
in his heart, for it is in the heart 
that anger has its seat. It did not 
come to lips, for it was suppressed 
at once, but he felt the fire within 
and wondered whence it came. He 
is humble before God and feels for 


the moment that possibly he has 
backslidden but when he carefully 
examines the case he is sure he has 
not backslidden, but has to the 
depth of his knowledge been striv- 
ing to do God’s will. He does not 
feel condemned for the present 
anger for it was not there at his 
bidding and on its first appearance 
he sought to crush it,and he did re- 
press it, but whence came _ that 
feeling of anger? It belongs no 
doubt to that lower stratum of evil 
in the heart, that original deprav- 
ity that was not removed when his 
sins were forgiven. But to get ric 
of this original depravity is the 
work of heart cleansing, of entire 
sanctification. 

A pure heart then is one from 
which all sinful desires and tem- 
pers have been removed, such as 
pride, envy, anger, impatience, and 
love of the world. These evils no 
longer exist with any one who has 
been cleansed by the blood of the 
Lamb. Humility has taken the 
place of pride. The application of 
the blood has removed anger and 
we are now endued with patience 
and longsuffering, hence a pure 
heart is one into which has come 
the unmixed grace of faith, humil- 
ity, patience, resignation, meek- 
ness, and charity, entire separation 
from all depravity of mind and 
heart, in terms as pure water, pure 
air, pure silver, or pure gold, free-

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“ohe Blessedness of Giving

“But this I say, He which sow- 
eth sparingly shall reap also spar- 
ingly: and he which soweth bounti- 
fully shall reap also bountifully,”’ 
2 Cor. 9:6. 

This text is enough to show us 
that God takes notice of how we 
give. God also says much about 
the blessings that those who give 
will receive. He tells how we 
should give. He tells us we should 
give freely. We should give ac- 
cording to what we have. We 
should give, not grudgingly, or of 
necess'ty: for God loveth a cheer- 
ful giver. 

In Prov. 11:25 we read; “The 
liberal soul shall be made fat: and 
he that watereth shall be watered 
also himself.” In Prov. 3:9-10 we 
read, “Honour the Lord with thy 
substance, and with the firstfruits 
of all thine increase: So shall thy 
barns be filled with plenty, and 
thy presses will burst out with 
new wine.” In Mark 10:29-50 we 
read, “And Jesus answered and 
said, Verily I say unto you, There 
is no man that hath left house, or 
brethren, or sisters, or father, or 
mother, or wife, or children, or 
lands, for my sake, and the gos- 
pel’s, but he shall receive an hun- 
dredfold now in this time, houses, 
and brethren, and_ sisters, and 
mothers, and children. and lands, 
with persecutions; and in the 
world to come eternal life.” 

So we see God returns one hun- 
dred per cent on all we give, if we 
give freely. But if we give gruding- 
ly Iam afraid we miss the blessing 
that should go with giving. And 
there is something wrong with a 
Christian who does not like to give, 
or gets tired of giving. I am sure if 
we get the proper understanding 
of the Scriptures we will find that 
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the main essence of a Christian’s 
life is giving. 

Money is not all we can give. We 
should be able to give courage and 
comfort, etc. Peter and John had 
no gold or silver but they gave the 
lame man the greatest blessing 
that he had ever had. But we must 
have a balanced experience, and 
not be lop-sided. Some folks claim 
the gift of healing or some other 
gift, and at the same time rob God 
and fail to give of their substance. 
Peter and John would have gladly 
given the lame man money too, to 
have helped him if they had had it. 
So we cannot be truly Christ‘an 
and be stingy and covetous. 


I have heard folks say, “I have 
‘given so much and I think that is 
enough for me.” In Acts 20:35 we 
read, “It is more blessed to give 
than to receive.” It is more blessed 
to give than to receive because it 
is more God-like. God is a perpet- 
ual giver. And when we are at our 
best we long to give. The river Jor- 
dan flows through the country for 
many miles and blesses the land 
by giving moisture to the trees and 
vegetables, and it flows through 
the Sea of Galilee and on through 
some more country with its mois- 
ture. but it then flows into the 
Dead Sea. Then it ceases to be a 
blessing. as it puts on its shroud 
and slips into its coffin. It ceases 
to give, therefore it ceases to bea 
blessing. To live is to give. To not 
give is to die. 

No doubt the lame man expect- 
ed to remain a beggar all his life, 
but Peter gave him hope. The beg- 
gar was re-made, became _ physi- 
cally strong. He received a price- 
less gift because some one could 
give, and was willing to give. So 
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let us give what we can that God’s 
favor may overshadow us. Giving 
is spoken of as a grace in the Bible. 
The Apostle Paul writing in 2 Cor. 
8th chapter about giving says in 
verse 7, “Therefore, as ye abound 
in everything, in faith, and utter- 
ance, and knowledge, and in all 
diligence, and in your love to us, 
see that ye abound in this grace 
also.” In verse 8 he says: “I speak 
not by commandment, but by the 
occasion of the forwardness of 
others, and to prove the sincerity 
of your love.” One of the greatest 
tests of our love for the Lord and 
His cause is our giving. Many are 
forward in the testimony service, 
and in singing and shouting, but 
when it comes to giving they bring 
up the rear. They like to sing loud, 
testify loud, and pray loud, bui 
when it comes time to give they 
like to get on the back seat in the 
choir and stick their nose in a sonz 
book, and sing, ‘Jesus Paid it All.” 
Some will not give unless all 
they give is to be used at home, 
but the responsibility of getting 
the Gospel to the heathen is upon 
those who have been enlightened, 
and have become acquainted with 
the Lord, but if all showed the at- 
titude that some do the heathen 
would never hear of Christ and His 
power to save. So if this responsi- 
bility is upon one it is upon all to 
do something. Jesus said in St. 
John 14:23, “If a man love me, he 
will keep my words.” Jesus said 
again in Matt. 5:48, “‘Be ye there- 
fore perfect.”” ‘God so loved the 
world that he gave his only begot- 
ten Son.” God is a lover, and He 
is also a giver. If we are like God 
we will be lovers and givers. God 
loved the world so much that He 
was willing to give His Son. So 
when we love like we should it will 
be natural for us to want to give. 
When we cease to want to give, it 
is plain that our love is waning. 
But if we love we want to give.

WHAT 1500 PREACHERS 
BELIEVE 
Prof. George H. Betts, head of 


the graduate research at North- 
western University, according to 
Literary Digest, sent out 1500 


questionnaries to as many Protes- 
tant ministers in different parts of 
the country. Of this number 700 
answered, 200 of which were stu- 
dents at theological seminaries. 
Their reports on various questions 
were as follows: 54 per cent did 
not believe there is a devil; 60 per 
cent believed in angels; 80 per cent 
opposed the teaching of the con- 
ception of hell as a place of burn- 
ing; 41 per cent “were sufficiently 
doubtful of the existence of heav- 
en” to ask that it be eliminated 
from Sunday School teaching; 48 
per cent believed in a judgment 
day, 39 per cent did not, 13 per 
cent were undecided; 8 per cent 
did not believe in immortality; all 
agreed that God runs the world 
“but 26 per cent of them denied 
the divinity of Christ; 72 per cent 
believed that Christ was God; 9% 
per cent would have children 
taught the value of prayer; 99 per 
cent did not regard church joining 
as necessary to obtain salvation. 
Congregationalists and Episcopal- 
ians showed to be more modernis- 
tic in their views than Lutherans 
and Baptists. All Lutheran pastors 
believe there is a devil. More than 
two to one believed in a burning 
hell. 44 per cent of the Congrega- 
tionalists, 45 per cent Episcopal- 
ians, 70 per cent of the Method- 
ists, 59 per cent of the Presby- 
terians and 54 per cent of the Bap- 
tists declared they did not believe 
there is a devil. 96 per cent of the 
Episcopalians did not believe there 
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is a burning hell, practically the 
same number of the Congregation- 
alists were agreed on this point. 
55 per cent of the Baptist, 85 per 
cent of the Presbyterians and 92 
per cent Methodists did not  be- 
lieve in fire and brimstone. Luther- 
ans all were certain of the exist- 
ence of heaven, 44 per cent of the 
Congregationalists did not believe 
in its existence, 26 per cent of the 
Episcopalians, 35 per cent of the 
Methodists, 28 per cent of the 
Presbyterians and 22 per cent of 
the Baptists did not believe in the 
existence of heaven. 96 per cent of 
the Episcopalians denied the accu- 
racy of everything reported in the 
Bible; 80 per cent of the Luther- 
ans, 63 per cent of the Baptists, 
20 per cent of the Presbyterians, ° 
per cent of the Congregationalists 
are convinced of the accuracy of 
the Bible. 

Editor’s note: Any sober think- 
ing person would be compelled to 
wonder why any such set of minis- 
ters would pose in the name of re- 


ligion who were uncertain con- 
cerning any one of these points. 


The minister who does not believe 
there is a devil, since the Scripture 
emphasizes this fact, has equal 
right to disbelieve any other scrip- 
tural truth, and if there be no 
devil his ministry is in vain in try- 
ing to get people saved that, «ac- 
cording to his own belief, were 
never lost. The minister who does 
not believe there is a judgment 
should have joined First Aid or the 
Red Cross society and to have tried 
to help man’s physical infirmities 
instead of dealing with his perm:- 
nent or spiritual composure. Minis- 
ters who do not believe there is a 
heaven have nothing to necessitate 
them to assist any one in trying to 
gain that which they do not believe 
is in existence. The same is true of 
any other vital point. We are not 
to believe it because we under- 
stand it or to know it in order to 
make it truth, but to believe it be- 
cause God said it. 
—O

The glorified saints will have a 
wonderful work to do for God. It 
will be a joyful work. A fish likes 
to swim and a bird likes to fly and 
the sun likes to shine. Serving Je- 
sus in the millennial age with a 
glorified body will be more than a 
pleasure, and will be no more of a 
burden than it is for the fish to 
swim or the bird to fly or the sun 
to shine. It will only be life and 
joy. 

Now the next thought is in re- 
gard to the state of society when 
Jesus reigns on the earth, the con- 
ditions of the nations living in the 
world, that have not died. The na- 
tions that are still living in the 
flesh and blood will live like we 
are now living but under far dif- 
ferent circumstances. The Scrip- 
tures tell us exactly the state or 
conditions of the nations upon the 
earth when Jesus reigns in the 
world. When they pass from the 
tribulation judgment over into the 
millennial age, there will be a 
great change wrought and they 
will live a thousand years. That 
change will occur at the time of 
transition from the reign of man 
to the reign of Jesus. The Bible 
says that two-thirds of the human 
race of people will die in the tribu- 
lation judgment and one-third will 
pass through the fire and live on 
in the Millennium. 

Enoch and Elijah were both 
judgment day prophets, neither of 
them preached the gospel. They 
both preached the coming of the 
Lord and judgment. Elijah one day 
was sitting on a hill and the king 
of Israel sent fifty soldiers to ar- 
rest him and have his head cut off. 
They said to him, “COME DOWN. 
thou man of God,” and Elijah said, 
“If I be a man of God, then let fire 
come down from heaven and con- 
sume thee.” And there came fire 
down from heaven and burned 
them up. That was one fifty de- 
stroyed. Then the king sent the 
second fiftv and they said, “COME 
DOWN QUICKLY.” Elijah said, “Tf 
I be a man of God, let fire come 
down from heaven and consume 
thee, and thy fifty,” and fire came 
down and they were burned up. 
This was the second fifty destroy- 
ed. Then the king sent the third 
fifty and when they came to Elijah 
the captain of the third fifty fell 
on his knees before Elijah and 
said. ‘“‘O man of God, I pray thee,

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let my life and the lives of these 
fifty, thy servants, be precious in 
thy sight,” and the angel of the 
Lord bade Elijah go down’ with 
them to the king. You will find 
this reading in the second book of 
Kings. Now there were two-thirds 
burned by fire and the one-third 
escaped. Zechariah says the same 
thing will take place in the great 
tribulation judgment. Two-thirds 
of the human race will die and one- 
third will pass on into the great 
millennial age. Why? Because they 
will submit to Jesus Christ, and so 
when they pass over from the 
reign of man to the reign of Je- 
sus, their lives will be lengthened 

out to a thousand years. 


Now that gives us a clue to un- 
derstand the circumstances and 
conditions of the nations on the 
earth when Jesus reigns in the 
world. God says of that day, “As 
the days of a tree are the days of 
my people,” Isa. 65:22. We have 
trees in California that are 4,000 
years old. An orange tree has been 
known to live 600 years. An olive 
tree will live 800 years and pine 
trees will live 2,000 years, and God 
says that in that day that the age 
of my people shall be like a tree. 
What do the _ postmillennialists 
make of that? Nothing at all. That 
does not mean the third heaven. 
It does not mean glorified saints. 
It means people living on the earth 
like you and I are. And the Lord 
says He will lengthen out their 
lives for a thousand years. Then 
the Lord says that their children 
shall be taught of the Lord. Little 
girls and little boys three years old 
will all be instructed by the glori- 
fied saints. There will be no refrac- 
tory or disobedient children. You 
sisters who teach school will come 
back and teach and it will be a joy 
to teach them. Every child will be 
taught by the glorified saints of 
the Lord, so from infancy they will 
all learn the Scriptures. It was said 
that Adam Clarke’s mother taught 
him the Hebrew language when he 
was four years old and he was 
wonderfully converted when he 
was five or six years old, so in the 
millennial age the children born 
in that day by the people who are 
not glorified, will always know the 


Lord. 


Then again there will only be 
one language. The prophet says in 
that the Lord will turn unto us a 
pure language, Zeph. 3:9. There 
will only be one language in the 
whole world. Since the confound- 
ing of the language at the tower 
of Babel we have had the many 
different languages in the world. 
but in that day God says He will 
turn to us a pure language (singu- 
lar, one language). What for? 
That they may all call upon Him 
with one consent. In what day? 
Jesus said in Matthew, in the day 
when He should assemble the 
kingdom when He comes to reign. 

Now in that day the devil and 
demons will be chained according 
to Revelation and there will not be 
a bad book nor a bad picture, nor 
a cigar, nor a cigarette, nor a pis- 
tol, nor a bowie knife, nor a bat- 
tleship; every implement of war 
will be destroyed, and all the peo- 
ple that are born during the mil- 
lennial age will know nothing 
about whiskey or tobacco or gun- 
powder nor war, but the earth will 
be filled with the knowledge of the 
Lord as the waters cover the sea. 
And with the devil and all demons 
chained, the whole atmosphere 
will be filled with millions of glo- 
rified saints and the nations all 
living in health and salvation and 
the children all learning of Jesus in 
their infancy. You see that age will 
be the culmination of all ages. Hal- 
lelujah for the Millennium! 

Had you ever thought that every 
age is a vast improvement on the 
previous age? The age of Moses 
was far ahead of the age of Mathu- 
selah, and the church age is far ex- 
ceeding the Mosiac age, and so ev- 
ery age climbs higher and higher, 
and the arts, inventions, and con- 
veniences of every age multiply so 
that we are living a thousand years 
above and beyond the Jewish age. 
Now in the millennial age these 
things will go on and there will be 
improvements such as we do not 
dream of now. The arts, sciences 
and inventions will then rise a 
thousand worlds above where they 
are today. You must remember 
that every successive age will be 
a great improvement over the pre- 
vious age, but the people will all 
be born with the original sin be- 
cause the human race still propa- 
gates and every child born during 
the millennial age of course will 
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be born with the natural deprav- 
ity. That is why the Bible says in 
three places that a great many will 
serve God hypocritically and de- 
ceitfully even in the Millennium. 
For these sins the child shall die 
a hundred years old and the sin- 
ner being a hundred years old 
shall be accursed. Isa. 65:20. Even 
the people of the nations living on 
the earth will all be born with a 
carnal mind and will all need the 
new birth and the sanctifying 
grace and many will get it by the 
instructions from the _ glorified 
saints.

Paul says in the eighth 
chapter of Romans that animals 
are now cursed, not for their own 
sakes, the animals have not sin- 
ned, but they are cursed with a 
curse for the sake of man. The 
curse of man is upon the animals. 
The poor things have been made 
to suffer for 6,000 years and they 
do not know why. They are all 
groaning for the coming of the 
millennial age. St. Paul says that 
all the animals are looking earn- 
estly for the manifestation of the 
sons of God. Did you know that 
every animal on the earth, when it 
looks at you, looks as though it 
was expecting something. There 
are thousands of folks who have 
never noticed that, but if you will 
notice the horse, cow, dog, cat, in 
fact, every animal in the world, 
when it looks at you it looks as 
though it was expecting some- 
thing, and that has been the case 
ever since Adam fell. Now brother, 
you are a son of God but you are 
not manifested as such, for when 
the sons of God are manifested 
then the curse will be lifted and ail 
the lower animals will be emanci- 
pated from the curse under which 


they are now living. 
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Now another thought of the 
earth itself. When God curse 
Adam He put the curse on him and 
then on Eve and then the lower 
animals and then He cursed the 
dirt and He cursed the devil. The 
curse went like a streak of light- 
ning from the head of Adam clear 
down into the ground. When Christ 
returns, the curse will be lifted 
from the whole world and you 
would be amazed to find how the 
Bible shows that. It says that mn 
that day the trees will bring forth 
their fruit. Very few trees now 
bring forth fruit but in that age ev- 
ery tree will bear fruit. God says 
it and I am persuaded to believe 
it. God says that in that day the 
earth shall bring forth her harvest. 
Now this can be applied in a two- 
fold manner. At the coming of 
Christ there will be a great reaping 
of souls. Matt. 13:30-39. Also the 
curse being lifted from the earth, 
there will be a wonderful harvest 
reaped from the earth, naturally 
speaking. 

Conclusion: The millennial age 
is not the last age, neither is it the 
perfect or golden age, for infants 
that are born during the millennial 
age are born with carnal minds in 
them and there will be millions of 
hypocrites in and thru the millen- 
nial age. They will not be allowed 
to commit any outbreaking sin, 
but will be compelled to serve God 
(be subject to Him) as the Bible 
says, ‘figuratively, deceitfully,” so 
then the devil must be loosed in 
order to make these _ hypocrites 
show their colors. The devil will go 
over the world flying like lightning 
and find out who the hypocrites 
are who serve God deceitfully and 
he will move on them and make 
them rebel against Jesus. They 
will not have any war. But when 
they gather for war fire will come 
down from God out of heaven and 
destroy them and _ the devil that 
had deceived them will be cast in- 
to the lake of fire and brimstone 
where the beast and false prophet 
are, and will be tormented day and 
night for ever and ever.

reign with Christ in His kingdom 
and sit with Him on His throne as 
He now sits with His Father on His 
Father’s throne. Dear reader, think 
upon the future. Life is short in 
this world and full of trouble. If 
you have not already received the 
proper experiences to enable you 
to reign with Christ, let me admon- 
ish you as one that loves your soul, 
make preparation this very mo- 
ment.

A FORWARD MARCH INTO 
DEEPER SPIRITUALITY 


Text: Ezek. 47:3-5. 

And when the man that had the 
line in his hand went forth east- 
ward, he measured a thousand 
cubits, and he brought me through 
the waters; the waters were to the 
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ancles. Again he measured a thou- 
sand, and brought me through the 
waters; the waters were to the 
knees. Again he measured a thou- 
sand, and brought me_ through; 
the waters were to the loins. After- 
ward he measured a thousand; and 
it was a river that I could not pass 


over: for the waters were risen, 
waters to swim in. 
This Scripture brings to our 


minds a picture of the different 
kinds of Christians.There are some 
who are into Christianity ankle 
deep; some knee deep; some loin 
deep, and yet there are some who 
are out into the waters deep 
enough to swim. They are in the 
glorious seas and tides of God’s 
power, love, grace, and_ strength. 
Jesus says in John 10:10, “I am 
come that they might have life and 
that they might have it more abun- 
dantly,” and in John 7:38, He that 
believeth on me, as the scripture 
hath said, from within him shall 
flow rivers of living waters. 

The saddest thing that I know of 
our Christianity today is that it is 
too shallow. It is not deep enough, 
it does not go down to the root of 
things, and does not give enough 
attention to the fountain of spirit- 
ual life. It takes digging and drili- 
ing, it takes interest, service, pray- 
ers, faith, to go deeper with God. 

One of the most beautiful spots 
in our country is found in Roswell, 
N. Mex. On one side of the town 
the land is beautiful; there are 
trees and orchards in abundance. 
The land on this side of the town 
is worth several hundred dollars 
an acre. As you investigate you 
find that above the town is a beau- 
tiful lake. There is no inlet visible, 
but it is supplied from springs that 
come from the foot of the moun- 
tains. The water goes out from 
that lake into what is called Spring 
creek. This little stream runs thru 
this part of the city. On the other 
side of the city there is anothe: 
stream called Hondu. This stream 
rises in the mountains. There is no 
water except in times of rains or 
when the snow from the moun- 
tains melts. The land on this side 
of the town is worth about three 
dollars per acre. Isn’t that a pic- 
ture of Christians today? There 
are some who have a steady flow 
of life, power, influence, and Zeal. 
Their lives are constantly a bless- 
ing to some one else. They can al- 
ways be counted on for service, for 
prayer meeting, for giving liberal- 
ly, and doing their part to promote 
the Gospel. Then there is another 
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kind of Christian whose heart was 
once warm but has grown cold. 
They’re always finding fault with 
the other folks; they are never, 
found at the prayer meeting; they 
always complain if they have to 
give a little money. They are saved, 
perhaps, but they live on the Hon- 
du stream. There is no spring of 
joy, peace and power in their lives. 

Jesus says, “I am come that you 
might have life.” Life eternal, life 
that saves, life with God, life in 
peace and harmony with the Di- 
vine. Then again Jesus says, I am 
come that you might have abun- 
dant life.’’ This life that overflows, 
that has the joybells ringing in 
your heart. Every child of God has 
a right to the deeper life with the 
Lord. Therefore, come out of your 
shallowness and littleness and let’s 
launch out into the deep waters 
where the full blessing flows. 

You never see a swimmer swim- 
ming in shallow water because 
there are snags and sharp rocks to 
hinder thus being very dan- 
gerous, but they get out where 
they have plenty of water to swim 
in. This person has a life that over- 
flows in prosperity as well as ad- 
versity, a life that has joy and pow- 
er in this world. 

There are several things that are 
essential to this deeper life. The 
first is, we must be separated from 
our sins. No man can go deeper 
with God who is unwilling to sever 
all connections with things that 
tend to draw and bind away from 
God’s fellowship. It is impossible 
to go deeper with God with one 
hand in God’s and the other in this 
world’s and still have peace with 
God. We must be fully yielded to 
Christ and live so our life might 
be pleasing in His sight. 

The second essential to this 
deeper life is consecration. This is 
something that is very important. 
We must consecrate our talents, 
our time, our energy, and in fact 
our very lives. Many times when 
we fully yield to Jesus we find that 
He has different plans for our life 
than those which we had, but if we 
expect to go deeper we must be 
willing to consecrate all to our 
Master. 

The third essential is communion 
and prayer. It is impossible to go 
deeper with God and live a prayer- 
less life. There are a great many 
people today who are paying the 
preacher to pray for them, think- 
ing as long as he prays it isn’t 
necessary for them to worry about

dom from moral defilement, with- 
out spot, incorrupt, undefiled, holy. 
The Greek term “‘katharos” means 
clean, pure, clear. We find this in 
such texts as “Blessed are the pure 
in heart,” “Charity out of a pure 
heart,” “Holding the mysteries of 
faith in a good conscience,” ‘“‘Them 
that call on the Lord out of a pure 
heart,” “Pure religion and unde- 
filed.”” This state is one in which 
the heart is simply freed from all 
that is impure. 

A clean heart. It is a heart from 
which has been removed _ every- 
thing which does not accord with 
the divine will. A fully saved heart 
can look up in the face of Jesus 
and without mental reserve say, 
“Thy will be done,” with the whole 
nature responding, “Amen.” This 
is entire holiness. There is nothing 
higher than this when _ properly 
understood, but this extends far 
beyond words, and desire, and 
forced consent. It means “Thy will 
be done at all times, on all occa- 
sions, in want and in plenty, in 
sickness as well as health, when 
the light of home goes out as when 
they shine with undimmed bright- 
ness;’’ to be able to say under ev- 
ery stroke of sorrow, as well as 
when surrounded by every earthly 
good, “Thy will be done.” Of 
course our heavenly Father knows 
when our hearts go with our 
words, but if depravity remains it 
will rebel and refuse to yield. While 
we may be able to control it and 
keep it under, it complains that it 
is ill used and cannot submit. But 
if we are wholly sanctified we have 
a heart with every thought renew- 
ed and full of love divine, perfect 
and right, pure and good, a copy, 
Lord, of thine. There is no longer 
a conflict between the incarnations 
and the judgment. The desire is no 
longer at war with the will. The 
seat of war has been mainly 
changed but we do have to con- 
tend with the outward forces, the 
world and Satan. But within the 
enemy has been driven out, the 
heart cleansed and made pure. Of 
course the warfare has not come 
to an end for we will have to con- 
tend with the outward forces until 
the close of life, but our foes are 
all without. 

Many and great blessings come 
to those who have been inwardly 
cleansed by the precious blood of 





Jesus. The question of our relation 
with God is settled. But until we 
are fully sanctified such are the 
ups and downs with most Chris- 
tians and they have occasion of- 
ten to inquire, ‘‘Am I His, or am I 
not?” A pure heart should put an 
end to all doubt touching these 
questions. In some hearts the light 
shines dimly, while this is not the 
case with every one. We have the 
witness within and the assurance 
that we are His sons and daugh- 
ters, that Christ is our Savior, and 
that our names are written in 
heaven. We also have a clear vis- 
ionof God’s blessings in our hearts. 
The heart being cleansed it is in a 
proper state to be filled with divine 
personalities, and by receiving the 
Baptism it saves us from doubt as 
to our acceptance with God. Of 
course doubts may hinder us from 
receiving the Holy Ghost in its ful- 
ness, but after the blood has been 
applied we have the assurance of 
God’s Word that we may be filled 
with all His fulness. When _ the 
heart is made pure it is in the best 
possible state to enlarge and de- 
velope. 

We do not say that the heart 
may not and does not grow in a 
purely justified state, but it is a 
sad fact that very few seem to 
make any perceptible progress. 
Their inward foes constantly crip- 
ple them, making it difficult for 
them to hold their own, while in a 
great majority of cases they are 
overcome and fall into condemna- 
tion if not into the very snares of 
the devil. When sin is cleansed 
from the heart the only obstruc- 
tion to growth is removed. It is 
like removing weeds from the soil 
from which you expect vegetables. 
They choke, they hinder, they 
dwarf every good thing around 
them. Exterminate them and the 
vegetables have unobstructed 
growth and a rich harvest may be 
expected. Remove sin from. the 
heart and the growth of the Chris- 
tian will become rapid and he will 
become strong for labor and brave 
for the battle of the Lord. 

The cry from many hearts is. 
“How may we obtain this purity?” 
This may be difficult to make some 
understand. We need to be assur- 
ed of two or three things if we 
would be successful in our efforts 
in seeking heart purity. First, that 
we are freely justified. If we are 
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not clear in our justification we 
are more than likely to make a 
mistake in our experience of en- 
tire sanctification. If we commence 
in a backslidden state to seek a 
clean heart and are blessed with 
pardon alone and mistake that for 
complete cleansing, we shall find 
ourselves in a great perplexity. We 
very much doubt if a person seek- 
ing restoration to divine favors ad- 


vances at first beyond the point 
from which they fell away. We 
have no doubt but that the soul 


who has once known and lost the 
grace of perfect love and with its 
justification may by the grace of 
God regain the whole by one act of 
faith. Let every one then who 
seeks heart purity be sure that 
they are already in divine favor. 
already know that their sins are 
forgiven. This is a good and prop- 
er starting pdint for the land of 
perfect love. You need not think 
that you have to understand every- 
thing about the subject before you 
trust God to purify your heart. 
There are many things that you 
will not know and cannot know 
until you have the experience. One 
thing you should be careful about. 
that is to thoroughly understand 
by scripture and by experience how 
far you have gone in pursuit of 
heart blessings. Be sure you do not 
seek another experience. Many 
persons have fallen into this error 
and have been so disappointed un- 
til they have hopelessly given up 
the pursuit of sanctification. 

First, you must know that you 
have been forgiven, born again and 
become a child of God. Then you 
may seek for a pure heart. You 
should not seek heart purity from 
selfish motives. This may seem an 
unnecessary warning but many 
have failed at this point. Many 
seeing others blessed of God and 
wonderfully used of Him, seek this 
blessing for the sole purpose of ac- 
complishing things for self-praise. 
and enviously seek to use the 
blessings of God for their own per- 
sonal promotion. This would be a 
great mistake. But in our pursuit 
for blessings we should be wholly 
resigned to God’s will and purpose 
concerning our life’s work. Seek 
heart purity because you feel the 
need of it. After we receive it then 
be resigned to the will of God. And 
when He, the Comforter, is come 
He will guide us into all truth and 
make our lives a blessing to others. 
No Christian can be_ successful 
who fails to surrender all to God 
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and put forth all his energies and 
efforts to be a blessing to the 
lost and a comfort to the righteous.

fables. Men who are not prepared 
to believe what God has said and 
to preach the truth as laid down in 
God’s Word have no right to in- 
vade the sacred precincts of the 
holy altars in God’s_ sanctuary. 
Weil may it be said of such, ‘“‘Lord, 
by this time he stinketh.” They 
feed themselves without fear. They 
are running in the way of Balaam 
after reward, and since by their 
faith and actions they oppose 
x30d’s properly’ instituted and 
anointed priesthood, they will per- 
ish in the gainsaying of Core. 

SIGNS OF THE LAST DAYS 

These are, however, a sign of 
the last days as St. Paul has said, 
“There shall be mockers in the last 
time who walk after their own un- 
godly lusts.” What consolation 
does a minister have to offer some 
disappointed soul if he does not 
believe in heaven? By what tribu- 
nal or law of authority has he right 
to insist on men repenting from 
their sins if he does not believe 
there is a judgment nor hell as a 
punishment? It is not enough to 
say that these men have departed 
from the faith as mentioned by St. 
Paul in 1 Tim. 4:1 as it was seen 
they were never in possession of it. 
They have, however, given heed 
“to seducing spirits and doctrines 
of devils” whether they believe 
there is a devil or not. 

REPORT FROM RUSSIA 

Keith L. Brooks, editor of Proph- 
ecy, reports the following thar, 
“Editor of the Medical Critic and 
Guide (N. Y.), D. J. Robinson, Ph. 
G., M. D., before a visit to Russia 
in June of last year issued this no- 
tice to his readers: ‘Russia is the 
only country which, in spite of the 
numerous wrongs it has commit- 
ted, now alone holds aloft a beacon 
of light and hope to blind, strug- 


gling and blundering himanity. 
And, last but not least, Stalin 


seems, after all, to be the right 
man in the right place.’ As a doc- 
tor, and speaking Russian fluently, 
he obtained intimate contact with 
the facts; and on his return he 
gave this summary of his observa- 
tions. ‘Painful,’ he writes, ‘as it is 
for me to state my conclusion 
about Russia as I saw it, I must do 
so without any quibbling. It is tem- 
porary purgatory for the foreign 
visitor. It is permanent, hopeless 
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hell for the native. For ninety per 
cent of the population, Russia is 
now one vast prison, one hopeless 


hell.’ ”

JESUS RESPONDS TO FAITH 
TEXT: Matt. 15:21-31. — MEMORY VERSE: Eph. 4:32a. 
TIME: May or June of A. D. 29. — PLACE: Phenicia and Decapolis.

cially healing. 
LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 


Matt. 15:21-31 
JESUS LEAVING GALILEE 

V. 21. “Then Jesus went thence.” 
That is from the land of Gennesaret, 
northwest of the sea of Galilee, Matt. 
14:34. “And departed.” Perhaps seeking 
rest from the immense crowds that fol- 
loweth Him and because of opposition 
form the scribes and elders, that He 
might escape premature bodily harm. “In- 
to the coast of Tyre and Sidon.” Two 
great commercial cities immediately 
north of Palestine, especially noted for 
Baal worship and iniquity in the days of 
Jezebel and Ahab and their’ successors. 
These tWo cities were capitals of Phe- 
nician territory and were never entirely 
conquered by the Israelites. 

JESUS MINISTERING TO A GENTILE 

V. 22. “And behold a woman of Ca- 
Naan came out of the coasts.” A descend- 
ant of the accursed race of Canaan who 
inhabited it before Israel’s entrance into 
the land. Mark calls her a Greek, a Syro- 
phenician by race. Phenicia belonged to 
Syria. “And cried unto him, saying, Have 
mercy on me, O Lord, thou Son of David.” 
She asks as though she herself needed 
healing. Perhaps her overburdened spirit 
could not be relieved without the cure »f 
her suffering child. She had heard of the 
miracles and ministry of Jesus and knew 
something of the hopes of the Hebrew 
nation and that He was of the seed vf 
the great King David. She had learned of 
His power to heal thru others from her 
own country, Mark 3:8; Luke 6:17. “My 
daughter is grievously vexed with a 
devil.” She had perhaps learned from her 
Hebrew neighbors that her child’s disease 
was caused by demons. Mark refers to the 
incident as her little daughter having an 
unclean spirit. The question would natur- 
ally arise why an innocent child might 
be so possessed, which can only be under- 
stood thru the fall and incarnation of 
Satan into the human race. 

V. 23. “But he answered her not a 
word.” Perhaps meant as a test of her 
faith. She had made no specific request 
and had not brought her child with her. 
She did not urge Him to go to her house. 
She simply tells her woeful tale and re- 
quests mercy. Some think He did not an- 
swer her because she had no right to ad- 
dress Him as Lord, however we learn 
that the same Lord of both Jews and 
Gentiles is rich unto all that call upon 


Him, Rom. 10:12. “And his’ discipies 
came and besought him, saying, Send her 
away, for she crieth after us.” Whether 
they meant that he should grant her re- 
quest and send her away with the heal- 
ing of her daughter has been questioned, 
possibly on the grounds of Jewish pre- 
judiceness or that they may have sought 
to be free to take rest for which they had 
perhaps retired to that place. At other 
times they had objected to Jesus minis- 
tering to little children, or His receiving 
worship and an anointing of precious 
ointment in the house of Simon. 


FAITH TESTED 

V. 24. “But he answered and said, I 
am not sent but unto the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel.”” He does not refer 
to racial lines or tell of the regathering 
of Israel nor of the ingrafting of the 
Gentiles, but simply that His personal 
mission was confined to the Hebrew na- 
tion. He was a minister of the circum- 
cision, Rom. 15:8. Jesus was here acting 
in harmony with the commission given 
to the Twelve mentioned in chapter 10:6. 
In so doing, He has exalted the Hebrew 
nation to their rightful position as the 
chosen race. 

V. 25. “Then came she and worshipped 
him, saying, Lord help me.” She does not 
regard the barrier of His disciples nor 
His present explanation, but in her heart 
she was convinced that He was Lord and 
the expected Messiah of the Jews. What 
He had done for other suffering creatures 
her heart had appropriated by faith for 
her own daughter. Her motive was pure 
and her purpose loving, therefore she 
worshipped and cried for help, asking 
for it thru the door of mercy. Possibly 
she felt blame for the child’s condition 
and thus prays, “Lord, help me.” If more 
mothers would assume her position and 
attitude, our little daughters would all be 
helped today. 

V. 26. “But he answered and said.” 
This was His third reply and the most 
severe of all of them. “It is not meet to 
take the children’s bread.” His miracle 
working power and its benefits belonged 
to the children of the kingdom, chapter 
%:12. They held this position by election 
and had first claim On the blessings of 
Christ. Bread meant God’s favor and 
grace bestowed thru Jesus Christ upon 
the Jewish race. “And cast it to the 
dogs.” Dogs in the eastern countries 
prowled about in packs without any mas- 
ter. The Gentiles were called dogs. To 
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take the children’s bread and cast it to 
these dogs would have manifested poor 
judgment on the part of the nouseholder. 

V. 27. “And she said, Truth, Lord.” 
She acknowledged the superior position 
of the Jews over the Gentiles that she 
might win her desired blessing even tho’ 
humiliated by a seemingly harsh am 
pitiless classification and rejection. He1 
faith was increasing and her argument 
grew stronger. “Yet the dogs eat of the 
crumbs whieh fall from their master’s 
table.” She sees the philosophy of His 
own argument and as the dogs were per- 
mitted to have the crumbs that fell from 
the table, even so she asked not to be 
recognized on a basis of national par with 
the Hebrew nation, but to have a blessing 
of mercy which the children, being Jews, 
were rejecting and would otherwise be 
wasted. 

FAITH REWARDED 

V. 28. “Then Jesus answering said 
unto her.” There was quality in her argu- 
ment which demanded an answer. “O wo- 
man, great is thy faith.” Jesus had just 
been hindered from working among His 
own because of a lack of faith. He would 
not now reject an opportunity to minis- 
ter thru faith. This was the second cf 
such a Gentile experiment, chapter 8:8. 
“Be it unto thee even as thou wilt.” Faith 
opens the door of opportunity. We are 
taught in Mark 11:23, 24 that when we 
pray believe that we receive and we 
shall have what we ask for. It is the 
law by which God ministers unto us 
whether Jews or Gentiles. Faith recog- 
nizes neither creed nor national lines. It 
is whosoever believeth. Faith works its 
wonder for Jew or Gentile. “And her 
daughter was made whole from _ that 
very hour.” Mark puts it, “For this say- 
ing go thy way, the devil is gone out of 
thy daughter.” He does not go to heal 
her, to lay on hands, or anoint, but sim- 
ply grants her request. It is one of pure 


faith without primary stimulant of 
anointing or laying on of hands. 
VY. 29. “And Jesus departed from 


thence.” From the borders of Tyre and 
Sidon. Mark tells us that He traversed 
the territory of the ten free cities called 
Decapolis, situated chiefly on the east 
and south of the sea of Galilee. “And 
went up into a mountain.” Rather the 
mountain country or range of hills by 
which the lake is bounded on the east 
and northeast. “And sat down there.” 
Rested a while after His journeyings and 
labors. 
JESUS HEALS, THE GENTILE 
MULTITUDES 

V. 30. “And great multitudes came 
unto him.” The fame of Jesus had at- 
tracted the Jews in this semi-Gentile dis- 
trict. “Having with them those that were 
lame.” The absence of medical appliance 
and general want of surgical treatment 
in those oriental countries afforded great 
sights of such as are here catalogued. 
“And they cast them down at his feet.” 
The expression implies the manner on 
which their friends offered the sufferers 
to Christ’s notice, thus appealing for His 
mercy and help. The words here signify 
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haste and are suggestive of an expectant 
faith. “And he healed them.” Christ 
never refused an opportunity to minister 
to people’s needs when coupled with 
faith. He had rather taught them as they 
had greater need of teaching. He never- 
theless accepts the open door of supply- 
ing their needs that they may later love 


and serve Him. 

V. 31. “Insomuch that the mutitude 
wondered.” The wholesale healings anda 
abounding joys were overwhelming in the 
eyes of the onlookers when they saw the 
dumb to speak, the maimed tc be whole, 
the lame to walk and the blina to see. 
The reference is to the entire scene of 
what had occurred among the multitude 
generally. “And they glorified the God of 
Israel.” They were enjoying the cove- 
nant of mercies and blessings of Jehovah. 
The Gentiles glorified God because of the 
overflowing blessings which they had re- 
ceived and that they now knew Him to 
be the God of Israel.

their own soul’s welfare, but the 
man who is in constant commun- 
ion with God is the one who is go- 
ing deeper with God. Along with 
a prayerful life we get power. Je- 
sus said, “Ye shall receive power.” 
That power is promised to every 
one who will pay the price. We 
cannot go deeper with God with- 
out this power. There is no sub- 
stitute for power in Christian ser- 
vice. We need to get out of our 
shallow lives, into deeper waters. 
We need to pray for God’s power 
to come among us. “I am come 
that you might have life and that 
you might have it more abundant- 
ly.” That life is ours so let us go 
deeper with God.—Alvin Kimel.
